With County Board of Supervisors 
Chairman Mike Antonovich deciaring Aprii 
as Earthquake Preparedness Month, pri¬ 
vate and pubiic sectors have been urged 
to “repiace public apathy with a tough 
mental attitude,” in Antonovich’s words. 

“While considerable public aware¬ 
ness and education have been accom¬ 
plished, the temblor in Inglewood, which 
measured 3.4 on the Richter Scale, shows 
us that much more needs to be done.” 

The supervisor cited expert forecasts 
that an 8.3 Richter Scale quake in Los 
Angeles County would result in 14,000 
fatalities, 55,000 injury casualties, the 
destruction of 400,000 buildings with an 
estimated $17 billion in damage. 

Such a major quake, Antonovich said, 
also would leave survivors ,with utility, 
medical and food shortages.

Houses more affordable than 
7 years ago in February 


February saw Califor¬ 
nia’s affordability index 
reach its highest level in 
seven years according to 
the California Association 
of REALTORS. The As¬ 
sociation reported that 
36 percent of California 
households could afford 
to buy the median priced 
home in February, com¬ 
pared to 33 percent in 
January and 32 percent 
in February 1986. 

Underlying the im¬ 
provement in the index 
were declining median 
prices and mortgage in¬ 
terest rates. The Febru¬ 
ary median price dipped 
to $125,327, 1.0 percent 
below the January figure 


region experienced a jump 
in the rate of afford¬ 
ability with an increase 
of 2 percentage points 
over January and 4 per¬ 
centage points over Feb¬ 
ruary of last year. Forty- 
eight percent of all fam¬ 
ilies in that area could 
afford to purchase the 
median priced home of 
$92,363 last month with 
a minimum qualifying in¬ 
come of $28,564. 

Los Angeles registered 
31 percent affordability, 
down one percentage 
point from January, but 
up one from February

The 
latest figures from the 
Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board show the effect 
of the nearly quarter 
point drop in interest 
rates since January 1. 

Despite the improve¬ 
ment in the statewide fi¬ 
gure, the month over 
month figures from Jan¬ 
uary to February showed 
either a decline or no 
change in affordability 
in almost all regions as 
local median price in¬ 
creases more than com¬ 
pensated for interest rate 
improvements.
